NEW CATTLE 
DISEASE. 


From the St. Joseph Herald. 


For some weeks past the Moniing\ 


Herald has alluded to a singular dis- 
ease that haa been prevailing among 
the cattle in various parts pf the coun- 
try. 
The first we .heard of it was in 


the noighborhood of Eastop. The cat- 
tle wore suddenly struck with blindness 
ID the left eye, and this was followed 
by blindaess in tho right, and in a very 
few days time tho animals became per- 
fectly blind. 
In a few weeks time 


some hundred head of eattl6 were at- 
tacked in jthis way, and even a few 
horses weie stricken with the com- 
plaint. 
The farmers were completely 


surprised 
It wns just as impossible 


to divine a cuu&o for the malady as to 
suggest a remedy. 
The people could 


wonder at the disease, without being 
able to 
provide any means of re- 


lief 


In tho past lew d,iys the disease has 


made itsappeaaaace in various parts of 
the city, and already a number of cattle 
have gone completely blind 
In tho 


north part of the city it has been ea 
pecially prevalent, and a number of val- 
uable animals have been placed in a 
helpless condition. 
On Sunday we 


noticed a fine young bull lying on 
Sixth street, perfectly 
blind. 
The 


poor animal deemed to bear its distress^ 
ing condition patiently, and yet it was 
an object ot sympathy for all who pass- 
ed. 


We have as yet found no one who 


eould explain the philosophy of this 
peculiar disease 
Some say that it is 


occasioned by the intensely hotanddiy 
weather , others that small paiticles of 
dust blowing into the eyes produces it; 
others, again, that a small insect is 
working on the optio organs 
Either 


may be correct; and 'yet we have the 
impression that the blindness is only 
temporary yn its character, and that 
whenever cold, damp weather sets in 
they will come all right again. 
Theil 


present illness is, however, a serious 
loss and inconvenience to many fami- 
lies

3. That the laws for the establishment of 
national hanks having secured to the States 
and Territories the beat system of bank cir- 
culation ever *efore anorded the people, It 
should be no longer confined to a privileged 
class, .but should be free to all alike, under 
general and equal laws, the aggregate vol- 
ume of currency to be regulated by the un- 
trammeled laws of trade. 
4. That we re-affirm the declaration of 
the National Bepnbllcata Convention of 1872, 
In favor of a return to specie payment at the 
earliest practicable day. 
5. That we commend tho measures which 
hare passed the popular branch of Congress, 
looking to the cheapening and perfection of 
Inter-State railway transp 
tion, and the 
portat 
improvement of navigation at tho mouth 
of the Mississippi river. 
6. That wo are In favor ot an amendment 
of tho Constitution of the United States pro- 
viding for the election of the President and 
Vice President by the direct vote of llio peo- 
ple, without the intervention of the Electo- 
ral College. 
7. That tho Republican party propose? to 
respect the rights reserved by the people to 
themselves, as carefully as the powers dele- 
gated by them to the State and Fedeial Gov- 
ernments; and it will aim to secure the 
rights and privileges of the citizen without 
regard to nativity or creed; and It Is oppos- 
ed to interference by law with the habits, 
tastes or customs of individuals, except to 
suppress licontlousnebs or to preserve the 
peace and bafely ol the cltUciiB of the State,
